The platform submitted to the last repub- 
lican convention with the indorsement of 
the administration again suggested the 
possibility of securing foreign aid in re- 
storing silver. 

Now the republican part'y, for the first 
time, openly abandons its advocacy of 
the double standard, and indorses the 
monetary system which it has so often 
and so emphatically condemned. The 
democratic party, on the contrary, re- 
mains the!steadfast advocate of the gold 
and silver coinage of the constitution, 
and is not willing that other nations shall 
determine for us the time and manner of 
restoring silver to its ancient place as a 
standard money. The ratio of 16 to 1 is 
not only the ratio now existing between 
all the gold and silver dollars in circula- 
tion in this country, a ratio which even 
the republican administration has not at- 
tempted to change, but it' is the only ratio 
advocated by those who are seeking to re- 
open the mints. Whether the senate, 
now hostile to bimetallism, can be chang- 
ed during this campaign or the campaign 
of 1902 can only be determined after the 
votes are counted, butt neither the present 
nor the future political complexion of 
congress has prevented or should prevent 
an announcement of the party’s position 
upon this subject in unequivocal terms. 

The currency bill which received the 
sanction of the executive and the repub- 
lican members of the house and senafe, 
justifies rs warning given by the demo- 
cratic party in 1896. It was then predict- 
ed that the republican party would at- 
tempt to retire the greenbacks, although 
the party and its leaders studiously con- 
cealed their intentions. That purpose is 
now plain and the people must choose 
between the rentention of the greenbacks 
issued and controlled in volume by the 
government and a national bank note 
currency issued by banks and controlled 
in their own interests. If the national 
bank notes are to be secured by bonds, 
the currency system now supported by the 
republican party involves a permanent 
and increasing debt, and, so long as this 
system stands, the financial classes will 
be tempted to throw their powerful influ- 
ence upon the side of any measure which 
will contribute to the size and permanen- 
cy of a national debt. It is hardly con- 
ceivable that the American people will 
deliberately turn from the debt-paying 
policy of the past, to the dangerous doc- 
trine of perpetual bonds. 


ELECTION OF SENATORS, 


The demand for a constitutional amend- 
ment providing for the election of sena- 
tors by direct vote of the people appears 
for the first time in a demotratic plat- 
form, but a resolution proposing such an 
amendment has three times passed the 
house of representatives, and that, too, 
practically without opposition. Whatever 
may have been the reasons which se- 
cured the adoption of the present plan 
a century ago, new conditions have made 
it imperative that the people be permit- 
ted to speak directly in the selection of 
their representatives in the senate. A 
senator is no less the representative of 
the state because he receives his com- 
mission from the peoplet themselves 
rather than from the members of the 
state legislature. If a voter is. competent 
to vote for a member of congress, for

WINTER'S STAY IN PEKIN: GOING ON 


Washington, September 17.—The passage 
of the day without.an event bearing upon 
the Chinese situation went to confirm the 
general impression that nothing can be 
done until the Chinese themselves havé 
progressed farther toward the restoration 
of the government at Pekin. Meanwhile 
the military preparations for a winter 
stay in China go on; though the offiicals 
are careful to point out that these are 
only precautionary measures and are not 
to be taken as an indication of a fina] de- 
termination on the part of the govern- 
ment. General Chaffee’s dispatches show 
a decided improvement in the cable com- 
municationg and notice having been giv- 


| €n today to the state department that the 
' new cable from Shanghai to Che Foo con- 
| recting at that place with the Taku cable 


has just been completed, it is hoped that 
it will soon be possible to get messages 
through on date of dispatch. 

Count von Waldersee, who will com- 
mad the allied armies, is expected to ar- 
rive at Shanghai next Wednesday or 
Thursday. There have been no announce- 
ments of his purposes, but it is expected 
that these will be developed as the re- 
sult of instructions which he will receive 


on arrival. Aithough a military command- 


er, it is the understanding among officials 
that he will exert considerable influence 
upon the diplomatic situation, as he is a 
diplomat as well as a soldier, He was 
with the German embassy at Paris before 
and after the Franco-German war and 


has wide experience in the diplomatic 
field. 

The Japanese minister, Mr. Takahira, 
had a conference with Acting Secretary 
Adee today concerning the status of Chi- 
nese affairs. 

The suggested removal of the Chinese 
capital from Pekin to Shanghai is now 
practically abandoned. The main reason 
given is the difficulty of communication 
between Shanghai and Pekin during the 
winter months. But aside from this was 
the strong feeling in certain quarters tjat 
it would be undesirable to establish a seat 
of government where British influence is 
so strongly dominant. The discussion has 
led to the general understanding among 
Officialg that Tien Tsin offers the greatest 
advantages outside of Pekin for purposes 
of negotiation and it is likely to be the 
headquarters, military and diplomatie, of 
the foreign establishments instead of 


Pekin. 
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CHING CLAIMS 


Prince Wants Negotiations for Peace 
To Open at Once. 
Washington, September 17.—The Chinese 
minister has received a dispatch from 
Prince Ching, dated Pekin, September 8th, 
stating that he has been clothed with full 
authoritv, together with Li Hung Chang, 
to negotiate peace and requesting Minis- 
ter Wu to ask the secretary of state to 
instruct Minister Conger to open negotia- 
tions at once. Minister Wu took the dis- 
patch to the state department. 


AUTHORITY. 


It is probable that no immediate re- 
sponse to the request for 
Minister Conger can be given, as Prince 
Ching’s request will have to be laid be- 
fore the president and sufficient time 
given to consider the question of his cre- 
dentials, as well as the desirability of 
proceeding at once. Moreover, it is like- 
ly that Minister Conger’s judgment as to 
when the actual negotiations should open 
will govern to a considerable extent. 
Prince Ching has communicated a sim) 
lar message to all the powers, each be- 
ing requested to authorize its minister to 
xO on withthe negotiations, at least in 
the preliminary stage. This may make 
necessary some discussion between the 
powers as to the desirability of acceding 
to the request, although there appears 
to bé® a rather gef¥ral idea that there 
will be no immediate instructions to go on.

Fitzgerald, Ga., September 17.—(Special.) 
At Mystic, nine miles south of Fitzgerald, 
on the Tifton and Northeastern railway, 
a bad shooting affray took place yester- 
day evening about 5 o'clock, in which 
Town Marshal Cason was shot through 
and through with a winchester in the 
hands of James Mauldin, an _e ex- 
saloon keeper of that place. The trouble 
seems to have arisen oyer the arrest of 
Mauldin’s brother in law, John Fletcher, 
the day before and is dlso the outcome of 
trouble had nearly a year before be- 
tween Cason and Mauldin. 

Cason is still alive but! no hopes are en- 
tertained for his recovery. The wounded 
man’s home is near Rochelle, Wilcox 
county, where he has strong connection, 
and it is reported they are on their way 
here to revenge their kinsman’s probable 
death. 

The Mauldins and Fletchers are also 
very strong in relationship in this county 
and if a fight is stayted it will mean 
death to nearly all who take part. 

The shooting is regretted very much by 
all the good people of Irwin county.

Denver. Col., September 17.—An Indian 
outbreak is threatened in San Miguel 
county, Colorado, according to a dispatch 
received by Governor Thomas today. The 
information was contained in a letter from 
the postmaster at Cedar, Col., which was 
as follows: ; 

“The Ute Indians from Navajo Springs 
agency, Ute mountains, are here catchin 
and taking away our range horses, an 
they insist on doing so contrary to our 
protestations. 

The stock men have threatened to shoot 
if they don’t desist, whereupon the Indian 
chiefs sav they will make war upon the 
women and children and murder them. 
Please do what you can to have them or- 
dered away from here,

secretary of the interior demanding that 
steps be taken to protect the settlers. 

Telegrams to Indian agents and game 
wardens asking them to investigate af- 
fairs at Cedar were also sent by the gov- 
ernor. The nearest troops are at Fort 
Duchesne, Utah, 160 miles from Cedar. 


| BANK TELLER COMMITS SUICIDE 


Shortage of $20,000 Is Found After

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[DEAD BODIES IN THE WOODS. 


Two Negroes Murdered Near Quit- 
man—Coroner’s Investigation. 

Quitman, Ga., September 17.—(Special.)— 
What seems to have been a peculiarly 
atrocious murder came to light yesterday 
evening. when buzzards were noticed 
gathered over a spot in the woods on the 
land of Mr. J. F. Spain, a short distance 
outside of the city Iimits.

LABOR QUESTION. 

Several planks of the labor platform 
are devoted to questions tn which the la-

population. While what is 
| generally known as government by in- 
junction ts at present directed chiefly 
against the emplovees of corporations, 
'when there is a disagreement between 
| them and their emplover, it involves a 
principle which concerns every one. The 
purpose of the injunction in such cases 
is. to substitute trial by judge for trial 
i by: jury, and is a covert blow at the 
'gury system. The abolition of govern- 
ment by injunction is as necessary for 
| the protection of the reputation of the 
'eourt as it is for the security of the 
citizen. Blackstone in defending trial by 
| jury, says: 
“The impartial administration of jus- 
| tice, which secures both our persons and 
our properties, is the great end of civil 
| society, but if that be entrusted entirely 
to the magistracy, a select body of men, 
| and those selected by the prince such as 
| enjoy the highest offices of the state, 
| their decisions in spite of their natural 

have frequently an invol- 
toward those of their own 
It is not to be expect- 
ed from human nature that the few 
should be always attentive to the in- 
terests and good of the many.”’ 

If the criminal laws are not sufficient 
for the protection of. property, they can 
be made more severe, but A citizen 
charged with crime must have his case 
tried before a jury of his peers. 

THE BLACK LIST. 

The blacklist as now employed in some 
places enables the employer to place the 
employee under practical duress, for the 
skilled laborer loses his independence 
when the employers can not only dis- 
charge him, but prevent his securing any 
similar employment. The blacklist en- 
ables employers to secure, by mutual 
agreement, that control over the wage 
earners which a private monopoly exer- 
cises without contract. 

ARBITRATION. 

The platform renews the demand 
arbitration between corporations 
their employees. No one who has 
cerved the friction which arises between 
great corperations and their mumerous 
employees con doubt the wisdom of es 
tablishing an impartial court for the just 
and equitable settlement of disputes. The 
demand for arbitration ought to be sup- 
ported as heartily by the public, which 
suffers inconvenience because of strikes 
and lo¢kouts, and by the-employers them- 
selves, as by the employees. The estab- 
lishment of arbitration will insure friend- 
lv relations between labor and caplial, 
and render obsolete the growing practice 
of calling in the army to settle savor 
troubles. 

DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 

I cannot too strongly emphasize the im- 
portance of the platform recominenda- 
tion of the establishment of a department 
of labor, with a member of the cabinet at 
its head. When we remember how im- 
portant a position the laborer fills in our 
economic, social and political fabric, it is 
hard to.conceive of a valid objection De- 
ing made to this recognition of his ser- 
vices. Agriculture is already represented 
in the president's official household; (the 
army and navy have their representa- 
tives there; the state department, with 
its consular service, and the treasury dé 
partment, with its close connection with 
fiscal affairs, keep the executive in tuuch 
with the business and commercial inter- 
ests. A cabinet officer truly representa- 
tive of the wage earning class would be 
of invaluable aid, not only to the tolers, 
but to the president. 

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

The Chinese exclusion act has proven 
an advantage to the country, and its con- 
tinuance and strict enforcement, as well 
as its extension to other similar réces, 
are imperatively necessary. The Asiatic 
is so essentially different from the 
American that ke cannot be assirnilated 
with our population, and is, therefore, 
not desirable as a permanent citizen. His 
presence as a temporary laborér, preserv- 
ing his national identity, and maintaining 
a foreign scale of wages and living, must 
ever prove an injustice to American pro- 
ducers, as well as a perpetual source of 
irritation. 
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PENSIONS. 

The party expresses its pride in the 
soldiers and sailors of all our wars, and 
declares its purpose to deal genervusly 
with them and their dependents. A lib- 
eral policy is natural and necessary in a 
government which depends upon a cit!- 
zen soldiery, instead of a large < inding 
army. Self-interest, as well as gratitude, 
compels the government to make bounti- 
ful provision for those who, in the hour 
of danger, and at great sacrifice of busi- 
ness, health and life, tender their services 
to their country. 

The pension laws 
according to the generous 
prompted their passage. The pla'forim 
very properly reiterates the position 
taken in 189, that the fact of enlistment 
shall be deemed conclusive evidence that 
the soldicr was sound when the govern-

THE NICARAUGUA CANAL. 

The democratic party is in favor of the 
immediate construction, ownership and 
control of the Nicaragua canal by the 
United States. The failure of the repub- 
lican party to make any progress in car- 
rving out the pledge contained in its plat- 
form four years ago, together with the 
substitution in its latest platform of 4a 
plank tavoring an itsthmian canal for a 
specific declaration in favor of the Nica- 
ragua canal. would indicate that the re- 
publican Jeaders’ do uot appreciate the 
importance of this great waterway to the 
maritime strength and commercial inter- 
ests of the country, or that they give 
too much consideration to the interested 
opposition of transcontinental lines. The 
treaty. now before the 
senate would, if ratified, greatly lessen 
the value of the canal, if it would not 
indeed convert it into a positive menace 
in time of war. The paramount interests 
of the United States in the western hem- 
isphere, together with the obligations to 
defend the republics to the south of us, 
makes it necessary that our government 
shall be able to close the canal against 
any hostile power. 

Arizona. New Mexico and Oklahoma 
have lone been ready to assume the re- 
sponsibilities and enjoy the privileges of 
statehood. and it will be a pleasure, as 
well as a duty. to carry out the platform 
pledge concerning them. 

ALASKA AND PORTO RICO. 

There will be a popular acquiescence in 
the demand for home rule, and a terri- 
torial form of government in Alaska and 
Porto Rico. Both are entitled to local 
self-government and representation in 
congress. 

CUBA. 

The recognition contained in both the 
democratic and republican platforms of 
the right of the Cubans to independence 
removes the general principle involved 
from the domain of partisan politics. It 
is proper, however, to consider whether 
the accomplishment of this purpose can 
be safely entrusted to the republican par- 
tv after it has vielded to the allurements 
of the colonial idea and abandoned its ear- 
lier faith in the natural and inalienabie 
rights of man. 

RECLAMATION OF ARID LANDS. 

The time is ripe for a systematic and 
extended effort to reclaim the arid lands 
and fit them for actual settlers. The last 
agricultural report estimates that homes 
can thus be provided for many millions 
of people. The impounding and use of 
the waters which are wasted in the spring 
would people the western states with 
thriftv. intelligent and industrious citi- 
zens. and these would furnish a valuable 
market for all the products of the fac- 
tories. A small percentage of the money 
spent in a war of conquest would provide 
occupation and habitation for mbdre people 
than would ever seek a residence in colo- 
within the tropics. 

FOREIGN ALLIANCES. 

The reasons given by Washington, Jef- 
ferson and the other statesmen of the 
earlv davs in support of the doctrine that 
we should maintain friendly relations 
with all nations. but enter into entangling 
alliances with none, are even stronger to- 
dav than thev were a hundred years ago. 
Our commerce is rapidly increasing and 
we are brought into constant communi- 
cation with all parts of the world. Even 
if we desired to do so. we could not af- 
ford to alienate many nations by cultivat- 
ing unnecessary intimacy with a few. 
Our strength and standing are such that 
it is less necessary than ever before to 
lean for aid upon the friendliness of a 
foreign power. 

We cannot connect ourselves 
European nations, and share in 
jealousies and ambitions without losing 
the pecullar advantage which our loca- 
tion, our character and our institutions 
give us in the world’s affairs. 


MONROE DOCTRINE. 


The doctrine enunciated by Monroe end 
approved by succeeding presidents is es- 
sential to the welfare of the United 
States. The continents of North and 
South America are dedicated to the ce- 
velopment of free government. One re- 
public after another has been established, 
until today monarchial idea has bare!y a 
foothold in the new world. 

While it is not the policy of this coun- 
try to interfere where amicable relations 
exist between European countries and 
their dependencies jin America, our peopie 
would look with disfavor upon any at- 
tempt on the part of European govern- 
ments to maintain an unwilling or for- 
cible sovereignty over the people living 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

A position taken by the republican 
leaders, and more recently set forth by 
the republican candidate for the 
dency, viz: That we cannot protect a na- 
tion from outside interference without 
exercising severeignty over its people, is 
an assault upon the Monroe doctrine, for 
while this argument is at this time direct- 
ed against the proposition to give to the 
Filipinos both independence and protec- 
tion, it is equally applicable to the re- 
publics of Central and South America, If 
this government cannot lend its strength 
to another republic without making sub- 
jects of its people, then we must either 
withdraw our protection from the re- 
publics to the south of us 
or absorb them. Under the same 
plea that the guardian nation must 
exert an authority equal to its responsi- 
bility European nations have for cen- 
turies exploited their wards, and it is a 
significant fact that the republican party 
should accept the European idea of a 
protectorate, at the same time that it 
adopted a European colonial policy. There 
is no excuse for this abandonment of the 
American idea. We have maintained the 
Monroe doctrine for three-quarters cf a 
century. The expense to us has been 
practically nothing, but the protection 
has been beyond value to our sister re- 
publics. If a Fillpino republic is erected 
upon the ruins of Spanish tyranny, its 
protection by us will be neither difficuvit 
nor expensive. No European nation 
would be willing for any other European 
nation to have the islands, nea'trer would 
any European nation be willing to pro- 
vVoke a war with us in order to obtain 
possession of the islands. If we assert 
sovereignty over the Filipinos we _will 
have to defend that sovereignty by force, 
and the Filipinos will be our enemics: if 
We protect them from outside !nterfer- 
ence, they will defend themselves and 
will be our friends. If they rhow as 
much determination in opposing the sov- 
ereignty of other nations as they have 
shown in opposing our sovereignty, they 
will not require much assistance from us. 


EXTRAVAGANCE. 


The republican party, drawing as it 
does enormous campaign funds from 
those who enjoy special privileges at the 
hands of the government, is powerless 
to protect the taxpayers from the attack 
of those who profit by large appropria- 
tions. A surplus in the treasury offers 
constant temptation to extravagance, and 
extravagance, in turn, compels a resort 
to new means of taxation, which is being 
kept in the background until the cam- 
paign is over, ts a fair illustration of the 
imposition which will be attempted when 
there is a considerable amount of money 
idle in the treasury. The rehabilitation 
of the merchant marine, laudable ir it- 
self. is made the pretext for expenditure | 
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of public money for the benefit of large 
ship owners, and in the interest of trans- 
portation monopoly. The government be- 
ing only the agent of the people, has no 
right to collect from the people taxes 
beyond the legitimate needs of a govern- 
ment honestly and effectively adminis- 
tered, and public servants should exer- 
cise the same degree of care in the use 
of the people’s money that private in- 
dividuals do in the use of their own 
money. With a restoration of a foreign 
policy. consistent with American ideas, 
there can be an immediate and large re- 
duction in the burdens now borne by the 
people. 
INCOME TAX. 

By 4nadvertence the income tax plank 
agreed upon by the resolutions commit- 
tee was omitted from the platform as 
read and adopted. The subject, however, 
is covered by the reaffirmation of the 
Chicago platform, and I take this occa- 
sion to reassert my belief in the principle 
which underlies the income tax. Con- 
gress should have authority te levy and 
eollect an income tax whenever neces- 
sary, and an amendment to the federal 
constitution specifically conferring such 
authority ought to be supported by even 
those who may think the tax unneces- 
sary at this time. In.the hour of danger 
the government can draft the citizen; it 
ought to be able to draft the pocket 
book .as well. Unless money is more 
precious than blood, we cannot afford to 
give greater protection to the incomes 
of the rich than to the lives of the poor. 


IMPERIALISM. 


The subjects, however, treated in this 
letter, important as each may seem in 
itself, do not press so imperatively for 
solution as the question which the plat- 
form declares to be the paramount issue 
in this campaign. Whether we shall ad- 
here to, or abandon those ideas of gov- 
ernment which have distinguished this 
nation from other nations and given to 
its history its peculiar charm and value, 
is a question the settlement of which 
cannot be delayed. No other question 
can approach it in importance; no other 
question demands such immediate consid- 
eration. It is easier to lose a reputation 
than to establish one, and this nation 
would find it a long and laborious task 
to regain its proud position among the 
nations if, under the stress of tempta- 
tion, it should repudiate the self-evident 
truths proclaimed by our heroic ancestors 
and sacredly treasured during a career 
unparalleled in the annals of time. When 
the doctrine that the people are the only 
source of power is made secure from 
further attack we can safely proceed to 
the settlement of the numerous questions 
which involve the domestic and economic 
welfare of our citizens.

Bryan Draws Large Crowds at Every 
Stopping Place. 

Pittsburg, Kas., September 17.—William 
J. Bryan arrived here tonight, and made 
a speecn to one of the largest crowds he 
has yet addressed. He did not conclude 
address until 10 o'clock, making 
seventeen hours of campaigning put in 
during the day. He spoke briefly from 
the platform of the train at the towns of 
Baxier, Coltlmbits, Scammon and Weir 
City on his way from Galena. Al] told, 
he made during the day two set speeches 
and thirteen platform talks. There were 
gcod crowds at all the stopping places. 

At Pittsburg the street was almost im- 
yassable because of the density of the 
crowd, ard much enthusiasm was mani- 
fested wherever Mr, Bryan put in an ap- 
pearance. In his sveech he traversed 
most of the ground covered by the polit- 
ical issues of the day, but his remarks 
were addressed especially to the zinc and 
lead miners, who are numerous in this 
section. It, therefore, dealt largely with 
labor and trust questions.

Chairman of the National Democratic 
Committee Is Off for Chicago. 


Washington, September 17.—Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas. chairman of the na.- 
tional democratic committee, and Repre. 
sentative Richardson, of Tennessee 
chairman of the congressional committee. 
left here tonight for New York city. Mr. 
Richardson returns to New York to re- 
sume his work in the management of the 
democratic campaign in the eastern field. 
Mr. Jones, who came here from New 
York at the close of last week, is going 
back to close up some uncompleted mat- 
ters and then intends to leave New 
York Wednesday afternoon for Chicago. 
Hie does not expect to come east again 
until after the election. The senator ex- 
pressed himself tonight as hopeful of 
success in November.

EVIDENCE STRONG 


~AUAINST HOWARD 


Testimony Shows Whose Hand 
Took Life of Goebel, 


TWO WITNESSES TELL STORY 


One Man Swears the Prisoner Ad- 
mitted the Deed, While Another 
Saw Him Run as the Gov- 
ernor Fell with the 
Fatal Wound. 


Frankfort, Ky., September 17.—The first 
really sensational testimony in the trial 
of James Howard, charged with having 
fired the shot that killed William Goebel, 
was given today by Bowman Gaines, a 
local liveryman, and James Stubblefield, 
a former deputy sheriff of Clay county. 
The former identified Howard as the man 
who ran out from the rear of the state- 
house grounds and jumped over the fence 
immediately after the shooting. Gaines 
was positive in his identification of the 
prisoner as the man, and said the latter 
then wore a mustache and was followed 
by a man who was tall and slender. A 
boy who was nearby at the time will 
also be introduced as a witness to corrob- 
orate Gaines. The most sensational wit- 
ness, however. and at the same time the 
most important, from the prosecution 
standpoint, was James Stubblefield, a one- 
legged and one-armed ex-deputy sheriff of 
Clay county. Stubblefield testified that 
Howard exultingly told him that he fired 
the shot that took Goebel’s life. Stubble- 
field lost his limbs as a result of the 
Clay county feuds last year. His testi- 
mony in detail was that Howard stopped 


at his house in February shortly after | 


the shooting. Shortly after he came in, 
Stubblefield says he remarked to him: 
‘Jim, you all have ween having trouble 
down at Frankfort.’’ 
‘“‘Yes,’’ responded Howard, according to 
the witness. ‘‘we have raised hell and 
cleaned the platter,’’ and added: “I never 
sight down my gun barrel but what I get 
meat or money, and this time I got both.” 


The witness says Howard was again at 
his house several days later and he asked 
him what he meant by his remark on 
the former occasion. Howard responded: 

“By God, I meant just what I said.” 

Witness said he then pressed him, put- 
ting the direct question: 

“Jim, do you mean to say 
killed Goebel?’ 

Howard, he says, responded in the af- 
firmative and said he believed his moun- 
tain friends would stand by him and that 
500 men could not take him to Frankfort 
for trial, Stubblefield said he did not tell 
the story of Howard's confession till he 
heard that Howard and his friends were 
planning to kill him. 

The defense subjected the witness to a 
severe cross-e€xamination, but failed to 
tangle him to any extent. 

J. L. Jones, of Knox county, was intro- 
duced by the prosecution and told of the 
alleged remarks by Howard indicating 
connection with the murder, but his testi- 
mony was entirely broken down by the 
defense. who not only showed him to have 
served two terms in the penitentiary, but 
that he had also been promised compen- 
sation for his labor in looking up test- 
mony. He said Colonel T. C. Campbell 
had promised him a reasonable sum of 
money for his services, but that Campbell 
said he ‘“‘only wanted the truth and did 
not want to see anything but the truth 
brought out.” 

Jones is the uncle of Howard's wife. 
During all the testimony Howard did not 
display any change of feeling. Durinz 
the damaging testimony of Stubble%eld, 
which, from the manner it was given, 
must have made a strong impression on 
the jury, Howard smiled and prompted 
his attorneys. 

The prosecution will probably conclude 
its testimony tomorrow.

Trusty Convict Escaped Just

ORIGIN OF STATE FAIRS 
IN GEORGIA DISCUSSED 


Now that we are on the eve of a great 
fair, it may be interesting to learn some- 
thing of the origin of fairs in Georgia. 

The writer has had the pleasure of 
attending nearly all of the fairs held 
since the year 181, and being a witness 
} to the great advancement made in farm- 
ing and stock raising under their influ- 
ence, naturally feels a lively Interest in 
their success.

Much credit for success was due to the 
Hion.

David W. Lewis, secretary of this fair. 

Macon was in her prosperous day and 
at this time was furnishing through Mr 
Isaac Scott, president of the Bank of 
State, about all the funds used in At- 
lanta in buying cotton. Feeling a sense 
of supertority, she demanded the fair 
of 1851, and by a hotly contested ballot 
won it, and with such enterprising men as 
Isaac Scott, I. C. Plant, T. G. Holt and 
others, combined with the efforts-of the 
best men of Clarke and Richmond coun- 
ties, made this the greatest fair ever 
held in the southern country. There were 
many features at this exhibition that 
could be profitably re-instated at this 
day. Addresses were delivered by Judge 
Garnett Andrews, Bishop Elliott, Rey. 
Thomas F. Scott and Hon. Edmund Ruf- 
fin, of Virginia, all pointing to the great 
future of this country. Mrs. Caroline Lee 
Hentz, the beautiful musical composer 
of that day, electrified the audience with 
some of her patriotic compositions.

I am told that ‘Biscuit’ is do- 
ing well in a house of correction, and 
these little fellows ought to have similar 
opportunities to redeem themselves.”’

them away from the vicious characters 
with whom they would be associated if 
sent to the public works.

Depot Commission and Railioad 
Men Hold Conference, 


NEW STATION 13 NO NEARER 


Railroads Will Submit Again Propo- 
sition Made Last October and 
Note Objections to Union 
Depot Bill Defeated 
Last Year. 


Representatives of the various railroads 
interested in the union passenger station 
in Atlanta and members of the spectal 
depot commission met yesterday morning 
in the governor’s office to wrestle another 
bout with the depot problem. 


Was apparently as far from a solution 48 
ever. Indeed, from one standpoint, the 
negotiations seemed to have taken a back- 
ward step, for when the railroad repre- 
sentatives left it was with the under- 
standing that they would consider the ad- 
visability of submitting again the [ast 
proposition they made to the state. 

This proposition was made in a 
munication signed by the presidents of 
the various roads interested, and dated 
October 28, 1899. The time limit placed DY 
the railroads cn this proposition expired 
on the first of last January. The ratiroad 
representatives agreed yesterday to re- 
submit the old proposition or a new prop- 
osition by October Sth. At the same time 
they will note their objections to the Dill 
inroduced before the legislature iast 
year providing for the erection of a new 
union passenger station in Atlanta, and 
defeated. 

If the alterations the roads suggest 
meet with the approval of the depot tom- 
mission, the bill will be introduced again 
this year in its amended form, and its 
passage urged by the members of the 
commission, 

Those present at the meeting yesterday 
n-orning were: Governor A, D. Candler, 
Attorney General J. M. Terrell, Judge 
Spencer Atkinson, Special Attorney HK. ‘i. 
Brown, of the Western and Atlantic, 
Representative Byron’ Bower, of SBain- 
bridge; President J. W. Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis; 
Vice President A. B. Andrews, of the 
Southern railway: President John M. 
Egan, of the Central; President George C. | 
Smith, of the Atlanta and. West Point, 
ex-Governor H. D. Mde¢Daniel, represent- 
ing the Georgia railroad, and Judge Ham- 
ilton MeWhorter, representing the South- 
ern railway. 

After the governor had announced the 
objeet of the meeting, Special Attorney 
Brown reviewed the negotiations between 
the railroads and the state, and said that 
the matter stood now just where it did 
cn November 19, 18%,,when the depot 
commission replied té the propositions 
made by the railroads fin their commmUnt 
cation of October 28th. 

The terms of this proposition have been 
printed in The Constitution more than 
once. It provided that the state should 
erect a new passenger station on the site 
occupied by the present one, and that the 
lessee of the Western and Atlantic rodd 
should tease it at a rental based un oa 
per cent cf the cost of the new structure. 

After an informal discussion, Special 
Attorney Brown sald: 

“Suppose the state built a new depot, 
what amount would the rallroads con- 
tribute to the building of the Whitehall 
street viaduct?’ 

President Egan promptly responded 
that 4is road would contribute nothing: 
he did not see that they were under any 
obligations to improve the property of the 
state. The other ra'lroad representatives 
seemed to concur in this sentiment. 

Judge Atkinson made a Short speech, in 
which hea said that it was to the interest 
of the stable to contro] the terminal situa- 
tion in Atlanta; he thought {t would be 
to the advantage of the state to build a 
new depot in Atlanta. 

Governor Candler said that the dcpct 
bill was defeated before the last legisia- 
ture, partly because of newspaper refer-. 
ences to ‘“‘Atiantas depot.’ People 
throughout the state, he said, got ihe 
impression that the state was to build a 
fine depot and present it to the city. 

Afer some further discussion, and after 
the bill that was defeated last year haa 
been read, President Thomas said: 

“The only thing we seem to agr@e upon 
is the need of a new depot.’’ 

Governor Candler smiled and sald: 

“TI think you are about right.’’ 

When the subjeet had been thoroughly 
threshed over again, an agreement was 
reached that the roads would submit an- 
ether proposition on October 5th. It will, 
in all probability, ke substantially the 
sathe as the one submitted last October.

HEALTH BOARD. 
MATTER UP TODAY 


Complaint Against Chief Lowry 
Will Be Considered 


HIS FRIENDS HAVE NO FEAR 


Situation in Some of the School 
Buildings Will Also Occupy 
£ome of the Board’s Atten- 
tion at Tonight’s 
Session. 


For the purpose of considering the com- 
plaint from the laborers of the sanitary 
department, which amounts practically to 
charges against Chief J. T. Lowry, and 
to act upon the unsanitary condition of 
some of the Atlanta public school build- 
ings, the board of health will meet to- 
night. 

It will probably be one of the most 
interesting sessions in the history of the 
present board. There will doubtless be a 
discussion of the matters, and maybe a 
hearing of the case of Chief Lowry. That 
officer was sick at the last meeting of the 
board. which occurred Friday night, but 
he was in his office yesterday afternoon 
and will probably attend the session to- 
night. If he does not attend, it is doubt- 
ful if the board will discuss the com- 
plaint of the laborers. 

The complaint was read at the last ses- 
sion of the board. It was sworn to and 
signed by about twenty or twenty-five em- 
ployees of the department. It charged 
that 10 cents per week had been taken 
from their wages in order to pay the 
funeral expenses of any of their number 
who died. 

They charged that a considerable 
amount had been collected in this man- 
ner. and that the books of L. lL. Lee, the 
negro undertaker, show that comparative- 
ly a small amount has been expended in 
burying the dead. The laborers complain 
that they have been unable to secure @ 
statement as to what became of the dif- 
ference between the money collected and 


the amount expended. 

The laborers also complain that they 
have been docked when they lost time 
through sickness. They asked that the 
docking system be abolished. 

It is announced that there may be other 
features injected into the investigation In 
case the consideration of the complaint 
frcm the laborcrs is given that turn. 

The Bad Sanitation, 

At the last meeting of the board of 
health. it will be remembered, a *commit- 
tee consisting of Drs. Jarnagan, Bizzell 
and Benson. was appointed to act for the 
board in regard to the unsanitary condi- 
tion of. many of the public school build- 
ings. 

That committee was instructed to act 
in conjunction, if, possible, with a com- 
mittee from the board of education, and 
report at the next meeting of the board, 
which is to occur tonight. 

The comumnittee has been acting very 
quietly and what has been done cannot be 
stated. as members of the committee be- 
lieve that they should report first to the 
board of health, allowing that body to 
make public anything it thinks proper. 

It is not improbable that the board will 
take some definite action in regard to the 
unsanitary conditions of the schools, as 
they expressed considerable concern in 
the matter at the meeting last Friday 
night. What they will have to say will 
doubtless be interesting.

To the Citizens of Atlanta—On Tuesday even- 
ing of last week, after a short and hurried 
canvass, | decided to tender my services to the 
city of Atlanta for the position of councilman 
from the second ward. In coing so I wish to 
declare myself absolutely free. from any envi- 
rorments that would tend to bias my influ- 
ence against the good of Atlanta. I am hear- 
tily in favor of competition in all lines of 
trade, and would grant franchises for Mr. Hurt 
and his associates as quickly as I would for 
Mr. Atkinson and his associates. 

Both of thése gentlemen have brought about 
a stimulus of growth and wealth to our city 
which should be duly appreciated by our peo- 
ple. Neither of these contending parties should 
seek to block the progress of the other, and 
when such attempts are made they should be 
prcn ptly checked.

Mr. Keenan and a conscientious com- 
pany of. players presented “A Poor Rela- 
tion’’ at the Grand last evening to an 
audience that might have been larger.

His 
acting was quiet, natural and credita- 
ble. 

Of his support Miss Maud Abbott stands 
out most prominently; the others were 
satisfactory.

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E. K. STEIN WANTS DAMAGES. 


He Sues for One Thousand Dollars as 
Salve for His Wounded 
Feelings. 

As an aftermath to the story of the do- 
ing of Isaac Ekstein and H. Mendel, of 
Decatur street, which was told in The 


Constitution yesterday morning, Ekstein | 


bas filed suit in the city court against 
Mendel for $1,000 damages. He alleges 
that Mendel has humiliated him by hav- 
ing him arrested on the Jewish Sabbath 
and hauled through the street—where he 
bas friends and acquaintances withcut 
number—in his shirt sleeves and without 
his customary headgear, 

i*kKstein is represented in this suit by 
Attorneys Morris Macks, b. J. Jordan 
and J. H. Leavitt. Briefly stated, the 
story of what led up to the filing of the 
suit—according to Ekstein—is about &s 
follows: 

Mendel is the proprietor of a mercantile 
business at No. 86 Decatur street. L:kstein, 
who was.his friend until several days 
ago, is employed by I. Springer, and is tu 
be found every day at the store adjoining 
that of Mendel. Last Friday, so the story 
goes, Springer, a man by the name ot 
Goistein and the petitioner were making 
a canvass of the street for the purpose ot 
raising funds for the Galveston sufferers. 

Mendal was approached on the subject, 
but, te quote the petition, he did not con- 
tribute to the fund. The solicitors pass- 
ed on. Later Exstein called on Mendel 
in a friendly way, and in the course of 
conversation asked why it was that his 
great and gcod friend Mendel, president 
of the Jewish synagogue, failed to give ot 
his plenty to assist the destitute in Texas, 
when so many of the faith, much pvorer 
than he, had given of their scanty horde. 

Ekstein declares that Mend@#i then be- 
came angry, cursed and abused him, and 
finally orcered him out of the place. Ac- 
cording to the petition, Ekstein was Dure 
of head and was coatless, but notwith- 
standing these disadvantages, he sald: 
“Why, I could break you in two.” «at 
this point Mendel is said to have Ici 
suddenly—at least that is what Ekstein 
says, and he was there. A policeman then 
appeared on the scene, and Ekslein—bear- 
headed and coatless as he was—was taken 
tc the nearest call box, there to await 
the arrival of the patro! wagon. 

He was taken to the station house, and 
might have remained there over night 
had not his employer sent down the neces- 
Sary collateral to get him out. Next day 
he was tried before the recorder, but was 
discharged. He charges that Mendel was 
the instigator of his arrest, and that there 
was no good cause for it.

Mr. Shropshire was nominated by ac- 
clamation, those present promising to do 
all in their power to have him elected to 
the office and pledging themselves to vote 
for him and oppose any other man who 
might announce himself for the office. 

Citizens began gathering early in the 
evening and stood on the corner below the 
hall and discussed the coming election 
and expressing views as to the best man 
for mayor and the outlook for a good 
council. 

Many candidates for office were present 
and some of them circulated among the 
crowg. handing their cards and soliciting 
support. The men grew impatient, how- 
ever, and soon repaired to the hall. 

The meeting was an adjourned meeting 
of one held week before last, at which 
Malcolm Johnson presided. Wpon motion 
of Dr. J. W. Nelms, Mr. Johnson was 
chosen to preside at the meeting last 
night and Fred LeBlond to act as secre- 
tary. 

Hubert Culberson made a motion to the 
effect that those present be bound by the 
sentiment expressed by the majority and 
vOte for and uphold the man nominated 
for councilman from the seventh ward.

WAS ACOUIT TCO 


Penn, State's Chief Witness, 
Refused 10 Testify, 


DETECTIVE RETURNED 10 JAIL 


Horace Looney, Detective’s Son, Re- 
sented Treatment Accorded His 
Fathér by Bailiff—Case 
Tried Yesterday and 
Dismissed. 


T. J. Penn, chief witness for the state 
in the case of Detective Dave Looney, 
charged with embracery, yesterday re- 
fused to testify on the grounds that it 
wculd incriminate him; and the detective 
Was acquitted. 

Lirectly after the acquittal Looney’s 
friends were crowding dround him to con- 
gratulate him, when the bailiff who had 
him in charge pulled him through the 
crowd to carry him back to jail to finish 
his sentence of twenty days for contempt, 
when Horace Looney, son of the detec- 
tive, objected to the treatment and was 
arrested. 

The young maa’s case was tried yester- 
day afternoon at 5 o’clock and he was 
promptly acquitted, as it was shown he 
had been guilty of no violation of the 
law. 

The acquittal of Detective Looney closes 
Cne of the best knewn cases in the city’s 
history. He was charged with attempting 
to induce a juror to render a verdict ir 
favor of a firm of lawyers who had been 
retained to repr2svent a complainant in a 
will case. 

The matter was reported to Judge 
Lumpkin, who was presiding at the time, 
and he ordered the jury dismissed and 
Detective Looney arrested. The case was 
postponed from iime to time, and when 
it was finally called Looney, who had 
been released on bond, had left the 
city. 

After an absence from the city of some 
weeks he returned and voluntarily gave 
himself up to serve a sentence of twenty 
days in jail for contempt. 

The case yesterday morring was on the 
charge of embracery. Penn, the juror, 
who is supposed to be the man Looney 
approached, was placed under voond and 
disappeared. He was later arrested and 
sent to the Tower, and has been held 
ever since. 

Several witness*s were examined vyes- 
terday, but the evidence was not suf- 
ficient to convict, and as Penn refused 
to testify, Judge Candle: ordered a ver- 
diet of ‘“‘not guilty.’’ 

T. W. Rucker was the first witness 
called by the state, and although he knew 
nothing of the direct charge of embrac- 
ery against the detective, his testimony 
vas introduced to corroborate that which 
vas to follow. Hea told of a visit Looney 
bad mad=2 him when he inquired for R. J.

| Adams will case, and requested Mr. Ruck-

Attorney R. J. Jordan, for the plaintiff 
in the will case, was callel.
